Rep. James Stuart Murphy introduced a . 
barbed wire bill. Here are the strong 
points in it, and what the Lowell man 
says : 


The present statute, he thinks, would 


justify a man in tearing down a barbed 
wire fence aud testing the law in the mat- 
ter, whether a barbed wire fence is a legal 
and suitable line boundary. 


Chapter 36, public statutes, reads as fol- 


lows: "Fences 4 feet high and in good re- 
pair, consisting of rails, timber, boards or 
stone 
or other things which 


the fence viewers within whose jurisdiction 
the same shall lie shall consider equivalent 
thereto, shall be deemed legal and suffi- 
cient fences." 


The danger of barbed wire fences to 


a horse, he says, is so great that no intel- 
ligent horse owner will pasture his horse 
where he can come against one. 


Chapter 272, acts of 1SS4, reads: 
"No 


barbed wire shall be hereafter build or 
maintained within 


Six Feet above the Ground 


along any sidewalk located on or upon and 
public street or highway." 
The offence 


calls for a fine not less than $20 nor more 
than $50. 


This law is to prevent accidents to 


passers-by and to runaway horses, that 
often try to leap low fences and get caught 
when half way over. 


The bill was introduced in the last ses- 


sion by Mr. Murphy, but failed to pass, 
though, says Mr. Murphy, there were from 
25 to 30 members of that house who had 
horses injured by barbed wire fences. 


He said that the horse breeding interests 


in the state had very greatly increased, 
quadrupling in the past 10 years, while the 
value of the cattle had decreased. 


Cattle respects a barbed wire fence after 


one tussle with it more than any other 
kind. Their method of breaking down a 
fense is to hook it with their horns and 
press aaainst it with their heads. 


They only try this once against barbed 


wire. They are not seriously injured by 
'the^effcete,—hence farmers prefer It to keep 
their cattle within bounds. 


When there are horses on the other side 


of the fence the question changes. A 
horse always attempts to leap a fence, and 
when caught half way he always leans his 
weight on the fence, hoping to crush it to 
earth. 


Many horses are seriously injured in this 


state every year by the barbed wire ripping 
them along the stomach or under the fore 
legs. Every horse paper has inweighed 
against what is termed "the barbed wire 
atrocity." 


A cattleman on one side of the fence, it 


is readily seen , and a horse breeder on the 
other, may thus have diametrically oppo- 
site opinions as to what is a suitable kind 
of fence. 


The bill introduced provides, that, here- 


after, no person shall use barbed wire in 
the construction of alteration of 
line 


fences, unless the person on the other side 
of the fence agree to its use.

number of years and then retired, having 
made a fortune.

while she was on the three weeks' trip to 
he home of Woodruff on Willis av. this 
city, she told about the great time she hat 
playing with "the boy," a son of AVood- 
•uff by his first marriage, who was 11 years 
old. 


"Dili you object to her playing witn this 


boy?" asked lawyer Taylor for the defend- 
ant. 


"0, no," said the witness. 
"She played 


with all the boys."

The following facts of the disaster to 


tho French column were given out lust 
evening: 


Tbe Tunregs, Captain Phillipe

were armed with lanccsaml knives, which 
they used with terrible effect. They made 
their first attack upon the leading portion 
of tho French native column. It was so dca 
peruto and well sustained that the divi- 
sion WHS apparently out to pieces. 


Tho news of the disaster wus brought to 


the second portion of tho column, or rca: 
guard, by Captain Nugett, u French offi- 
cer, who, badly wounded in the head 
managed to escape from the crowd of na- 
tives which assailed the advance guard. 


Ketr«ut Was Ordered. 


The second division was encamped a few 


miles to the rear of tho advance guard; 
which seeniB to have been surprised dur- 
ing the darkness o£ early morning. At 
soon UB the mar guards'commander heard 
of the Tuaregs' ferocity ho ordered a re- 
treat upon Timbuctoo, loaviug the unfor- 
tunate advance guard, which was com- 
manded by Colonel Bonnier, to its fate. 


The official report admits that at least 


nine French ofliceM, including Colonel 
Bonnier, 
two 
European non-commis- 


sioned officers and 08 native soldiers wore 
killed. 


The unofficial reports, originating in ru- 


inora emauutiug from the minor orii- 
ployes of tho war department and colonial 
office, say that the loss in killed and cap- 
tured is at least 300. 


Tho rear guard, after enduring consid- 


erable hardships and being badly pressed 
by the enemy, succeeded in regaining 
Timbuctoo, on Dec. 17, carrying with 
them a number of wounded. A number 
of men are auid to have been either 
killed <rleft dying along tho route. 


Captain Phillipo seui out several scout- 


ing parties with instructions to see if 
there were any survivors left of ths van- 
guard. These succeeded in finding a lew 
survivors; but the men were in a pitiable 
condition, suffering fearfully from thirst 
and loss o£ blogd. 


Fighting Wu» Fierce. 


These survivors told terrible tales of the 


desperate fighting which, had taken plaeo 
after the van-guard was surprised. The 
French native troops sprancc to their arms, 
and encouraged by tho nxample'of their 
officers opened fire upon the enemy. But 
the Tuaregs were already vcithin the 
French encampment and caused a panic, 
during which the efforts of the French 
officers to rally the native soldiers were 
entirely useless. The French officers are 
said to have fought most gallantly. 


The scouting parties would have pushed 


onward, but the Tuaregs began closing 
around them, and eventually drove them 
back to Timbuctoo, following this up by 
assembling in largo masses, preparatory 
to making a combined attack upon the 
city itself. Captain Phillipe, upon hear- 
ing this, gathered his entire for.oo to- 
gether and began the work of crowding 
up the enforcements. 


Tho Tuaregs became aggressive and 


pushed up cloae to the French soldiers at 
work in the trenchments, and killed and 
wounded several. This caused Captain 
Phillipe to organize t\vo small parties of 
picked soldiers to protect the men at work 
in tho trenches. Tboy made several spir- 
ited sallies on tho Tuaregs, driving them 
backward and killing a number of them. 


ITrenoli Troops Exhausted. 


But the French troops were badly 


harassed and became thoroughly ex- 
hausted with work day and uighr, and 
being compelled to be continually on ths 
alert in order to be ready for some ucw 
attack. Especially at night time were 
the Tuaregs active and audacious, every 
night they killed or wounded bovoral o£ 
the small garrison. 


Opposed to an enemy estimated to num- 


ber from 4000 to 10,000, the French only hud 
800 men, and this force w as only supported 
by six small field pieces, the famed rapid 
fire gun, which proved so effective when 
used against the natives in the different 
parts of Africa, seems to have been miss 
ing. 


But admirably commanded and encour- 


aged by Captain Phillipo and the Freuch 
officers, the native soldiers managed to 
hold out while awaiting the arrival o£ the 
relief, column, commanded by Colonel 
Joffre. When Captain Phillipe was in- 
formed by native messeugeis that the 
Joftro column was on its way to relieve 
him ho sent a messenger to Colonel Joffre 
to warn him that they wore in danger of 
being attacked by tho tribes. Captain 
Phillipe also sent a request to the gov- 
;rnor of Soudan that the French Houlla 
DU the Niger should not leave that district 
until the Joffru column had reached Tim- 
buctoo. 


Captain Phillipe also reported that 


the population of Timbuctoo, estimated 
to number about 12,000 souls, principally 
negroes und some Moors, wero favorable 
in their attitude toward the French, but 
were cowed by the Arabs, who make .slaves 
of nil prisoners who fall into their hands. 


Th'e news of the disaster to the Bonnier 


column has caused a decided sensation in 
Paris.

Chapter 30, public statutes, reads as fo 


lows: "Fences 4 feet high and In good re 
pair, consisting of rails, timber, boards o 
stone 
or other things whic 


the fence viewers within whose jurisdictio 
the same shall lie shall consider.cquivalcn 
thereto, shall be deemed legal and sufh 
cicnt fences." 


The danger of barbed wire fences t 


a horse, he says, is so great that no iute 
lisent horse owner will pasture his hors 
where he can come against one. 


Chapter 272, acts of 18SJ, reads: 
"N 


barbed wire shall he hei-cntler build o 
maintained within 


Six Feet above the Ground 


along any sidewalk located on or upon an 
public street or highway." 
The offenc 


calls for a fine not less than S2CI nor mor 
than $50. 


This law is lo prevent accidents t 


passerg-by and to runaway horses, tha 
uften try to leap low fences and get caugh 
when half way over. 


The bill was introduced iu tho last scs 


sion by Mr. Murphy, but failed 
to pass 


though, says Mr. Murphy, there were fron 
25 to 30 members of that house who ha< 
horses injured by barbed wire fences. 


He said that the horse breeding interest 


in the state had very greatly increased 
quadrupling In the past 10 years, while th 
value of the caltle had decreased. 


Cattle respects a barbed wire fence afte 


one tussle with it more than any othe 
kind. Their method of breaking down a 
fenso is to hook It with their burns an 
press against it with, their heads. 


They only try this onco against barbed 


wire. They are not seriously injured bj 
thireffcetsj -hence farmers prefer it lo keej 
their cattle wllhlii bounds. 


When there are Lorses on the other side 


of the fence the question changes. 
A 


horse always attempts lo leap a fence, ant 
when caught half way he always leans liis 
weight on the feuce, hoping to crush it to 
earth. 


Many horses aic seriously injured In this 


state every year by the barbed wire ripping 
them along the stomach or under the for( 
legs. Every horse paper has imreigiict 
against what is termed "the barbed wire 
atrocity." 


A cattleman on one side of the fence, it 


is readily seen , and a horse breeder on the 
other, may thus bave diametrically oppo- 
site opinions as to what is a suitable kind 
of fence. 


Tbe bill introduced provides, that, here- 


after, no person shall use barbed wire in 
the construction of alteration of 
line 


fences, unless the person on the other side 
of the fence agree to its use.

not the slow outgrowth of deep lying, 
long existing causes, working through 
taa strata of ages, flinging up wrecks o£ 
humanity like driftwood and threaten- 
ing destruction nil along its way? How 
can we know that peace will come soon 
when this mighty force is still at work 
among the foundations of society? 


For what has made misery in all the 


centuries past is making a climax of 
misery in this the end of tha nineteenth 
century. The earth is still bought and 
sold. Its owners may turn it into vast 
hunting grounds, pleasure fields or syn- 
dicate farms, to the destruction of happy 
homes for the masses. The richest cor- 
porations can yet secure the greatest 
privileges. The common people, disor- 
ganized, defenseless, needy, must strug- 
gle on, receiving the least that will sup- 
port life in return for their toil. Is it not 
plain that as long as this is true the 
armies of the destitute, the idle, the starv- 
ing, must ever be on the increase? 


Up to within a few years tho vast 


rich expanse of our continent, has been 
a never f ailing resource for the popula- 
tion crowded out of tiie centers of in- 
dustry and trade. Even under the worst 
possible schemes for absorbing the wealth 
oJ the country, absolute poverty by the 
wholesale has not until recently ap- 
peared. But even a continent has limits, 
and when it is being given away, not in 
homes, but in corporation tracts by the 
millions of acres, the end must come 
some time. Where now can the people 


rightly under tho present city govern- 
ment. 


To the extent therefore that private 


charity enables tho unemployed to go to 
work as u, supplementary street cleaning 
force, good, and only good, is accom- 
plished. The men thus employed are 
given work, and their families cared for, 
and the streets kept clean, and disease 
prevented. Hoxv large a body of unem- 
ployed might be set at work to keep tho 
streets thoroughly clean I cannot stale. 
Judging from tho dirt that prevails ev- 
erywhere today, wo might set nuujy 
thousands of men at work over the. 
leugth and breadth of tho city and for 
once in our lifetime have the satisfaction 
of seeing a deuu New York. To do this 
would be an object lesson worthy of Its 
cost. If Tammany Hall will undertake 
this, it will go far to condone some of its 
great wrongs.—Rev. R. Heber Newton. 


Tho Church Neglects tho Poor. 


Rev. 'Or. 0. W. Gray delivered an ad- 


dress recently before 800 Methodist cler- 
gymen in Chicago, in which he said: 


In a Christian government afc le«8t the 


opportunity to earn a bare subsistence 
should be afforded by the state. But if 
the state does not do it tho church should. 
There arc over 500 churches in Chicago. 
That menus 500 houses with 500 paid su- 
perintendents, around whom are gath- 
ered official boards made up of tho most 
influential men in the neighborhood. 
With snob, vantage ground the Christian 
church should know every man, woman 
and child; their needs, and bo ready to 
meet them; their possibilities, and be 
ready to develop them. 


Investigation touching the typical 


manufacturing cities of tho United 
States shows that church neglect of the 
poorer classes is rapidly increasing. The 
poor are greater in number than the well 
to do class, yot but few are in the 
wealthier 
and 
stronger 
Protestant 


churches. If they were they would learn 
of each other's wants, they would assist 
each other and a desire to work would be 
mot by opportunity. We fear that many 
of our wealthier churches have practi- 
cally signed a release to tho devil of all 
interest in the poor of tho community. 
If the church was doing its duty toward 
the working classes there would be few- 
er poor iu the world. If the working 
classes were converted tho unemployed 
as a class would cease. It is possible 
—nay, we may say probable—if the 
church was as earnest and spent as much 
money to savo tho poorer classes as tc 
save the wealthier classes tho problem oi 
the unemployed would need no solution.

And then what 
a need they Jilll If the dinins room is near 
the kitchen, the screen plays the part of a 
go between aud does faithful duty. On.n 
cold night, when at all costs ventilation is 
necessary, it is the screen which comes be- 
tween the inmates and the cold air from 
outside, giving shelter from the wintry 
blasts. 


In the apartment they serve to hide the 


radiator, that iron warming place which, 
although gilded, looms hideous in halls and 
rooms. I£ a screen is put before it, the 
warm air still flows upward and seems to 
emanate from the pretty flowers and bril- 
liant birds adorning the charming panels. 
For the cozy corner, how doHghtfull It 
Bhuts oat the world and invites to pleabant 
slumber. It gently stands between us and 
those unkind visions which trouble the 
eyes. When the fire is too strong, and its 
cheerful glow reddens and flushes our faces, 
the screen is the ready helper in the rime o£ 
need. It is the invalid's best friend, and 
forms, as it were, a wall between her and 
the eddies of air that seem to beat upon her 
face. On the broad piazza it is the hide 
and seek, and by the aid of its three divi- 
sions one can enjoy the sunshine and air 
unseen. 


JTaiioy Knitting. 


This purse is knitted with four needles 


and coarse purse twist. Two colors are 
used, and a part of the purse is knitted 
with two silks used together. Two skeins 
of each color are required and a set of fancy 
bars of wood or metal, with ring and chain, 
attached to them, and a tassel. Any two 
Colors can be used—old gold, with black, or 
crimson or blue. 


With blue silk cast on one pin 86 stitches, 


leaving an end with which the purse is af t- 
erward to be joined on to the bars. Knit 1, 
purl 1 for 13 rows, knit the first stitch of 
every row, and at the end of it, with the silk 
forward, slip the last stitch as if to purl. 


BILK PURSE. 


Cut off the silk, and upon another needle 
knit 12 rows the same: then use four pins, 
join the two parts and knit 1, pnrl 1 for 2 
rounds. 


Now change the silk, and with gold knit 


1, pnrl 1 for 22 rounds. Join the blue silk 
and use the blue and gold together. 


First Hound*—Put the silks over the 


needle, round from the back toward the left 
hand and knit 2 together; repeat from * all 
round. 


Second Round—Knit plain, taking the 


long stitch through at the back of it and 
'the next stitch at the front. If the stitches 
seem obscure, just raise the left hand needle 
to clear them. Repeat these t\vo rounds 
till there are 12 or 14 patterns. After the 
first round of this pattern, you knit 2 
double stitches together—i. e., two stitches 
of the double silk. The remainder of the 
purse is knitted with single silk of either 
color; cut off one of them and fasten the 
end. 


Knit 7 rounds plain, then reduce the 


purse gradually to the tassel. Knit ?. Knit 
2 together; repeat all round. Knit a round 
plain. Knit 6. Knit 2 together; repeat. 
Knit a round plain. Continue to decrease 
in this way, and, lastly, knit 2 together all 
round, draw up the few remaining stitches 
and sew on the tassel. 


Sew the purse firmly on the bars with

The Infcctiou of Diphtheria-Ingrowing 


Kails—For Art Amateurs—Bracket For 
PaintinK—Water Colors. 


Here is a J ittle bit of really valuable advice 


for this season of the year, taken from the 
columns ot a. medical journal: Keep yom 
mouth shut. If people would only do this, 
they would avoid colds and coughs and 
ofttimes serious illness. The prescription, 
is a very simple one, and not even the mer- 
it of originality can be claimed for It, but it 
undoubtedly is efficacious. 


Mr. Catlin, the celebrated traveleramong 


the North American Indians, discovered 
that they were free from many of the dis- 
eases' which afflict civili2ed nations, and he 
attributed this exemption,to tho practice of 
keeping their mouths closed at almost all 
times, except when they are eating or talk- 
ing. The mothers teach the children this 
from their earliest infancy. And does it not 
stand to reason that ic is better to breathe 
through the nostrils the chilly air when 
leaving a heated room for the street, or even 
when going into a cold passage, than letting 
it go straight to the lungs in an ordinary 
way? Mr. Catlin declares that "Shut your 
mouth" is the most important motto which 
the human language can convey. 


The Infection of Diphtheria. 


Commenting on reported results of recent 


researches in diphtheria by the bacteriolog- 
ical bureau of the New York health depart- 
ment, The Herald says: "The power to 
transmit the infection of diphtheria, it i? 
found, lingers sometimes for as much as 12 
days and occasionally three or four weeks 
in patients who have made an apparently 
perfect recovery from this most deadly dis- 
ease. In other words, the infection may 
have lost its pathogenic power in a nerson 
who has suffered from it, while others who 
have not been inoculated with the poison 
may be liable to take it fram the convales- 
cent. 


"In this view of diphtheria a new duty 


devolves on tc ushers in all schools, espe- 
cially in the public schools. Ifc is not enough 
to prevent a scholar who has had diphtheria 
from mingling with the othor pupils dur- 
ing the period of ineubp,tion and convales- 
cence. The ipread ot the disease, it seems, 
can. only be cV -eked by keeping a diphtheria 
patient fron 
school until a bacteriolog- 


ical exarnu . 
i slices that he no longei 


carries ttie gu-ms of the disease. This may 
Work hardship to some pupils, but it is bet 
ter for a few to bear with a considerable de- 
tention from school than to endanger the 
lives of his fellow scholars."

Let the hardened flesh remain for a week 01 
two, when it may be removed by soaking 
the feet in warm water. As soon as relief 
irotn pain has baen effected by means of the 
iron cut the toe nail straight across the top 
and clip a V shaped nick in the middle. 
This will incline the nail to draw or grow 
away from the flesh atthe sides and assume 
its proper shape. As ill fitting shoes are 
often as much the cause of this painful 
trouble as an improper manner of trimming 
the toe nails", only those which are of a rea- 
sonable size and good shape should be worn.

Commenting on reported results of recent 


researches In diphtheria by the bacteriolog- 
ical bureau of the New York health depart- 
ment, The Herald says: "The power to 
transmit the infection of diphtheria, it is 
found, lingers sometimes lor as much as 12 
days and occasionally three or four weeks 
in patients who have made an apparently 
perfect recovery from this moat deadly dis- 
ease, In other words, the infection rauy 
have lost ite pathogenic power iu a person 
wiio has suffered from It, while others who 
have not been inoculated with the poison 
may be liablo to tako it from the convales- 
cent.

Increased Demand For Goods Generally 


. Felt. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s Weekly Review c- Trade says: 


Improvement in business still appears 


In many directions, but it seems to be in 
part balanced by loss iu others. 
The 


gradual gain vrhich began some time ago, 
and was strengthened a little by the suc- 
cess of the treasury loan, ha? scarcely 
answered expectations. 
Doubtless the 


uncertainty remains with the tariff bill 
yet in the senate, and currency measures 
of importance pending in the house has 
some hindering influence, but there is 
still seen an increase in the demand for 
many kinds of goods, because of the ex- 
haustion of stock in the hands of dealers 
by a consumption which, though less 
than usual, is nevertheless greater than 
in any other country. 


Crop reports were expected to cause a 


great advance in wheat, but the price has 
dropped to 631-8 cents cash, the lowest 
point ever known in this market, and 
both here and at Chicago May wheat has 
gone lower than ever. 


Hog products and coffee were substan- 


tially unchanged. 


Cotton rose 1-10 in spite of visible stocks 


exceeding half the world's consumption 
for a year, and a decrease of 20 per cenl 
compared with last year in takings of 
northern spinners. Speculative forces on 
either side, rather than the facts of supply 
and demand, govern at present. 


Decline Iu Exchanged. 


The volume of domestic trade does not 


materially increase, exchanges indicating 
a decline compared with last year of 19,5 
per cent elsewhere, and 31.9 per cent at 
If ew York. 


The decrease in shipments of boots and 


shoes from Boston for the week was only 
14 per cent, but trading runs so largely to 
low-priced goods that in value the de- 
crease in business is greater. 


Textila manufactures are gaining a lit- 


tie. Inquiry discloses larger stocks of 
cotton goods held by dealers than was 
supposed, and quite a large proportion of 
mills are likely to close before long, un- 
less orders increase, but the number re- 
ported starting is again several times 
the number reported closing. 


Sales of wool were decidedly larger last 


•week, 5,773,040 pounds, against 6,855,750 
last year, and the markets Avere all more 
active, but this week are comparatively 
quiet.

'WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—After the call of 


committees for reports in the house Mr. 
Bland moved to take up the consideration 
of his silver seigniorage bill in committee 
of the whole. The motion was agreed to 
and he concluded his speech. 


Mr. Bland was frequently interrupted 


by questions from the members who sur- 
rounded him, and the close of his speech 
was marked by applause from his sym- 
pathizers.

compared with other navies of the world. 
The Huron went to pieces off Oregon in- 
let, North Carolina, during a terrible 
hurricane, Nov. 24, 1877, and 104 lives 
vcere lost. 


The most notable disaster in which our 


ships have been involved was the hurri- 
ciine at Samoa in which the Trenton, 
Vaudalia and Xipsio were wrecked and 
14u lives in all lost. 


This Included the loss from all vessels at 


Apia. The disaster occurred March 15, 
1689, and three German ships also were 
lost. On Feb. 18,1883, the Ashuelot went 
ashore on a rock off the coast of China 
and 11 men were lost.

Coke compauy. Ho lius bo^ii employed 
there for 10 yeara. Tie iievip drinku, is in- 
dustrious, and makes 81.75" a day, n»vcr 
missing a day- He buys a great nmuy 
groceries, such au /lour, beans and barley. 
Twice a week he buys meat. 


Morris said they used four sacks of 


flour a week. Tho entire four sacks are 
made into flannel cakes, which are baked 
on the lid of tho stove, aud this diet, 
three times a day, varied occasionally by 
some barley or boons, or a little fresh 
meat, is all thoy ever cat. Morris said 
they never had butter; they never wanted 
anything, hi; said. 


Morris said his wife was an imnnte of

I'revluus Dlsantors. 


The last navul disaster suffered by the 


United States was tho loss of tho Dis- 
patch off Assateuguo shoals, Virginia, 
Oct. 10, 1601. 


No lives were lost at that time. In fact 


the United States has been notably free 
of disasters involving great loss of life 
compared with other uavies of the world. 
The Huron went to pieces off Orugon in- 
let, North Carolina, during a turriblo 
hurricane, Nov. 24, 1E377, and 104 lives 
were lost. 


Tho most notable disaster in which our 


ships have been involved wns tho hurri- 
cane at Samoa In which the Treutoii, 
Vaudalia and Nipgio wero wrecked and 
145 lives iu all lost. 


This included the loss from all vessels at 


Apia. The disaster occurred March 16, 
1BHB, and three German ships also were 
lost. On Feb. 18, 1883, the Ashuelot went 
flshore on n rock off the coast of China 
and 11 men were lost.

.ho bottom of the glass. 


"Now taste it," said Dr. Moor. 
It was tasteleas. The bitterness had all 


disappeared, showing that the morphine 
lad been instantly annihilated by contact 
with tho permanganate of potash. The 
liquid at the top begun to get clearer. The 
luo black particles in Jive minutes formed 
a thick layer, and all tbo rest looked like 
pure water. This residuum is black inqu- 
juncso dioxide, a hai'mless substance. 
'That is the Vi ay it acts in the human 
stomach," said Dr. Moor. "The morphine 
or any of the salts of opium is at once ren- 
dered harmless by contact with thu per- 
manganate. Tho antidote at once weeks 
Lhe poison, passing by tho other substances 
The soluble salt of morphine is acted upou 
by the antidote 75,000 times quicker thai 
albumen and seveial thousand times quick 
er than pentou." 


"How did you find this out?" 
"I experimented upon the white o£ egg,' 


said Dr. Moor. "That is pure albumen 
It 13 converted into peptou by the acLioi 
of pepsin. Pcpton is tho chiet rival of I h 
permanganate, because pepton is solubl 
in water and permanganate of potash act 
most quickly on soluble substances. Yo 
have seen the demonstration which I hav 
just givon. 


''The effect of the permanganate on znor 


phine! is instantaneous, as you see. Bn 
for purposes of calculation I estimate it a 
occupying a second. Then I watch the e£ 
feet of permanganate of potash on whit 
of egg and calculate tho time until the e) 
feet is produced. It is infinitely slower— 
75,000 times blower. Thus I knew that th 
permanganate would seek the morphiii 
and not the peptou in the stomach."

have not enjoyed asdiess fabrics for ixt least 
tw» generations. These are seen mostly in 
•very narrow stripes and clouded or mottled 
effect, and the coloring is not as brilliant 
as it was last season. Thero will be very 
little if any changeable silk worn by grown 
persons, though, the children will fairly rev- 
el in the iridescent beauties of the dove and 
the rainbow. 


There is an immense line of cbeneysilk, 


with solt, shadowy patterns that look as 
though seen through a ha^y mist. The deli- 
cate beauty of these silks as -well as their 
rich, firm quality has made them prime 
favorites for certainly over a hundred yeara.! 
There are two styles of these—one having 
medium sized patterns on dark or dull 
grounds for day dresses, and the other 
having enormous floral designs on light 
grounds for evening wear. Some of these 
are made up into one entire iliess, waile 
others have combinations of plain silk- 
Bach as faille or bengaline or even satin 
and velvet. To have the front breadth made 
of plain silk, richly embroidered with silk 
or chenille, with metal threads, and in 
gome cases imitation jewels or jet beads t o 
add to the effect, is a favorite manner of 
making them.

The princess form for evening dresses 


grows in iavor, and the effect is ahvayb 
heightened by having the front open over 
a breadth, oj something else always more 
or less ornamented. The rich cheuey silks 
maybe and frequently are cut so as to have 
the front breadth open, and also to have a 
couple of breadths of velvet or other plain 
fabric set in with very deep plaits, so that 
they form a fan shaped train. Some of the 
fronts are made of lace, either in a succes- 
sion of flounces or in one deep fall. Beaded 
lace for this purpose is very fashionable 
Some black lace has a deep palm leaf pat- 
tern worked upon it with floss silks and 
pearl, black or colored beads. This is an 
exceptionally handsome decoration. 


One modiste told me that she had re- 


ceived prders for eight light teffeta frocks, 
and every one was to have 12 three inch 
pinked' raffles on the skirt overlapping each 
other. Two of them were to have white 
lace laid over each ruffle. One very pretty 
though sober pattern of taffeta had a snuff 
brown ground, with clouded ormottied pat- 
tern in black. The taffeta silk is the kind 
that rustles so delightfully, though the 
quality is fine and close rathar than heavy 
and rich.

Overskirts, double skirts and polouaise 


draperies are surely returning, and so are 
modest little bustles. 
Some figures can 


dispense with them, but more really require 
a judicious pnd of horsehair to hold the 
skirts up a tnflo ri the back. Where there 
really is nooverskirt many gowns are trim- 
ijiul so as to simulate one. A hairline chev- 
iot was made with a plain skirt, and down 
both sides of the front breadth were sewed 
velvet ribbons 2 inches wide to about four 
inches from the bottom, and from there it 
extended all around theskirt, simulating an 
open overdress 


Tile corsage to this was extremely dainty I 


and quite new. The front w.is pointed at 
the waist line, aud the back was perfectly 
straight, and the edge was finished with a 
piping. Thevelvet ribbon was placedalong 
the sides, meeting that of the "kirt exactly, 
and that portion lying between the velvet 
was laid iu close plaits. There was a velvet 
pelerine coiUr, edged with large jet beads, 
and between the points, formed by the col- 
lar a strip of velvet ribtxm added to the ef- 
fect. The slee\es were double puffed, with 
a band of velvet between the puffs, and au- 
other reached aroum! each wrist aud up the 
arm to the first puff. The chief value of 
this gown is that it is very simple, while 
having a dressy effect. 


Some dressmakers feel that the proper 


»-ay to make a dress is to cut the material 
Into little bits and sew them together 
•gain in some unheard of manner, but tho 
ivise woman will hare her gown, if it is one 
Df. good material, made o£ large straight 
pieces as far as it can be done. In a season 
or two it can be cut up and joined in with 
something else with benefit, whereas if it is 
cut up in the first place nothing can ever 
be done with it after the first style has 
changed. Some of the wealthiest ladies in 
New York have their gowns made over 
sometimes twice and are prov.d of it.

Account of the SaesalYas Tree—Cheating 


tlie Gods—Tiimu-1 IhroucU the ttuckics— 


Jt'ibh Culture, 


This is one of the plants long held in es- 


timation by common people before the pres- 
ent methods of forcing them for use as 
winter flowers. The name of the plant, 
rou\allaria, comes from a Latin word 
meaning growing in the valley. The plant 
tailed Solomon's Seal, a native of our 
woods, belongs to the same family, and 
gets its English name, Solomon's Seal, on 
account of its ficiiiy roots being full of 
knots, which when cut obliquely ure figured 
with veins, having somewhat the appear- 
ance of a seal; others bay on account of 
tho seallike ruaik left where the shoot 
grows out from the item alter it has died 
aivay. 


AVhile the normal color of the lily of the 


valley is white, it has been known to come 
red. There are also kmds with double ilow- 
ers. With such old favorites folklore is 
certain to be associated. Thus iu the forest 
of St. Leonard, Sussex, a. legend runs that 
the plant sprung up from the blood of St. 
Leonard, who once encountered a mighty 
worm, or ''fire drake," iu the forest, engag- 
ing with it for three successive days. Even- 
tually, of course, the saint came off vic- 
torious, but not without being seriously 
wounded, and ivherf^ LI his blood was shed 
there spraug up lilies of the valley in pro- 
fusion. 


Old Culpepper says in his time it was 


called couval lily, male lily and lily con- 
stancy. 
It was undar the dominion of 


Mercury, and therefore it strengthened the 
brain, recruited the memory and made it 
strong again. The distilled water, dropped 
into the eyes, helped iufirniity theie,as also 
that infirmity which they call a pin and 
web. "Gerrard saith that if the flowers are 
close topped up in a glass, put into an ant 
bill, and taken away again aroonth after, ye 
shall find a liquor in the glass, which, be- 
ing outwardly applied, helps the gout." 


Such, as summed up by The Prairie 


Farmer, is the history of this little plant 
which once cut quite a figure iu the simples 
o£ a ruder age. 


Sassafras Trees. 


Almost every country has one or more 


species of this tree, all said to differ in some 
characteristic from ours, but all, according 
to Science, having tho same odor and sim- 
ilar aromatic, sweetish taste. But one 
country has larger trees. Those of New 
Zealand grow to a height of 100 to 150 feet. 
This tree appears in every clime and is de- 
scribed as having "a large head of horizon- 
tal branches." Tie fiuit is a small black 
drupe, which is not palatable, but is eaten 
by birds. The sassafras oil of commerce is 
made from these seeds and the buds. The 
leaves of our species are very dark green, 
rather thick, broad, oblong and elliptical. 


In Italy it is more like the American spe- 


cies than any other and is known as sassa- 
frasso. The word conies from the Latin 
saium, a stone, and frango, I brake, so 
named because it was believed that the use 
of the tea made from it \\ ould dissolve the 
gall stones of the bladder and prevent their 
formation. 


In the southern states sassafras grows to 


the sue of trees, generally small, but very 
abundant. The air is said to be more preg- 
nant with its aroma than farther north, 
and it can be detected a great distance at 
sea. The bark teems to be more fragrant, 
too, when, steeped.

A Snail's Formidable Month. 


"It's a fortunate thing for man and the 


rest of the animal kingdom," said the 
naturalist, "that no large wild animslhas 
a mouth constructed w ith the devouring 
apparatus built on the plan of the insig- 
nificant looking snail's mouth, for that an- 
imal could outdpvour anything that lives.

That is due to the peculiar and formidable 
mouth he has. The snail eats vt ith his 
tongue and the roof of his mouth. The 
tongue is a ribbon which the snail keeps 
in a coil in his mouth. The tongue is in 
reality a band saw, with the teeth ou the 
surface instead of on the edge. The teeth

T'iie plant 
tallwl Solomon's Seal, u uutiv'e of our 
woods, belongs to the aaino family, and 
gets its English namtt, SolomonJH Seal, 01 
itccouut of Lte flcHhy roots being full of 
knots, which when cut obliquely arc figured 
with vuin.H, having Komuwhat tho appear- 
unco of a Heal; oLlii-ry say oo account of 
tho seal like mark left whcro tho shoot 
grows out from tho stem after it has died 
away. 


Whilo the normal color of the lily of the 


valley is white, it bu.s bten known to come 
rod. 
There are also kinds with double How- 


era. With such old favorites folklore is 
certain to be asBouintod. ThiiH in thu fores); 
of St. Leonard, Sussex, a legend runs that 
the plant sprung up from tbo blood of St. 
Leonard, wbo oncn encountered a mighty 
worm, or "firo drake," in thu forest, engag- 
ing with it for three successive dayn. Kveii- 
tuully, of course, tins saint caiiio off vio- 
toriouK, but not without being seriously 
wounded, and wherever his blood woa shed 
there-sprang up lilies of the valley in pro- 
fusion. 


Old Culpepper says In his time it was 


called conval Illy, mala lily and lily con- 
stancy. 
It was undar the dominion of

mlicnnt looking snail's inoutb, for that uu- 
Imal conlrl ontdevour anything that lives. 
The Hnnil itself is such nn entirely unpleas- 
ant, not tosay loathsome, creature to hnn- 
dlo that few amateur naturalists care to 
bother with it, but by neglecting the snail 
they miss studying one of the most inter- 
esting objects that coaio under their ob- 
servation. 


"Any one who haa noticed a snail feed- 


ing on a leaf must havo wondered how 
such a soft, flabby, slimy animal can make 
such a sharp and clean cut incision iu the 
lenf, leaving nn edge as smooth and 
straight us it it had bcon cut with a knife. 
That Is duo tn tbepeculiariind formidable 
mouth he bus. The snnil eats with his 
tongue and tho roof of his mouth. 
The 


toiiguo is a ribbon which the snail keeps 
in u coil iu bis mouth. 
The tongue is in 


reality a band saw, with tho teeth on the 
surface instead of on tho edge. The teeth 
aro so small that as many as 30,000 of 
them have been found on ono snail's 
tongue. Mo can uncoil us much of this as 
he chooses, and the uncoiled part he brings 
into service. 
Tho roof of his mouth in us 


hard ns bono. lie grasps the leaf between 
his tongue und that hard subaiance, and 
rasping away with his tongue saws through, 
tho toughest leaf with ease, always leav- 
ing tho edge very smooth and straight."— 
Now York Journal.

Cat Slieet Bnbber. 


A large quantity of what is termed"ctit 


sheet" india rubber is used by English 
manufacturers in that line, the material 
being the pure gum which has been mass- 
ed upon a mixing mill and afterward put 
into n rectangular iron box and pressed 
into a solid cake, this box being fitted with 
a traveling arrangement something like 
that of a planer, so that the cake of rub- 
ber can be slowly fed out of one end against 
a small revolving knife, which cuts it into 
the thinnest possible sheets. These sheets 
are used in making balloons, tobacco 
pouches and articles of that kind, no little 
skill, however, being required to insure 
success in producing such goods from the 
vulcanized material. Thus to make a per- 
fect sphereit is a matter of common knowl- 
edge among balloon makers that no num- 
ber of pieces less than seven can be used. 
The pattern cutters, it is said, use 9,11,13 
or 15 pieces, always going on theoddnum- 


of 8,10 or 11 pieces would not expand even- 
ly. Goods made of this cut sheet are usu- 
ally cured by tho cold ptocess or by the 
vapor cure, aud in sonif cases -no vulcani- 
sation is resorted to at all. Formerly in- 
fia. rubber thread was made of gum treat- 
ed in much the same manner as the cut 
sheet, and n great, deal of skill was attain- 
ed in ils manipulation.—New York Sun. 


Tho Bite of tlio Tsetse Fly. 


Singular indeed is the effect of the bite, 


or as the Boers call it, the "stick," of the 
tsetse fly, for the carcass, when examined, 
is found to be almost bloodless. 
The cel- 


lular tissue under the skin is distended 
with air, resembling a number of soap 
bubbles, the fat is yellowish green and 
oily, the heart so soft that the fingers can 
be made to meet through it, the lungs and 
liver are diseased, the stomach and bowels 
are pale and empty and the gall bladder is 
distended with bile. Yet, as Livingstone, 
says, vt ild animals nearly akin to the horse 
and ox, such as the buffalo and rebra, suf- 
fer no harm. Xeitlier do pigs, goats and 
wild antelopes, but dogs suffer as severely 
as horses and oxen. 


The skin of an animal which has died 


from the tsetse shows all the punctures on 
the inside, with a ring of yellow mucus on 
the flesh beneath each puncture as large 
as the palm of the band and resembling 
tha appearance of a snake bite. ATo certain 
remedy is known for the puncture of this 
teriible fly.—Chambers' Journal.

nn innocent pleasure which it is difficult, 
to exaggerate. And what uhould yon 
lonrn? Speaking generally, the safest rule 
to follow ia to learn thatwhich pleases you 
beat. I assume tint it is not bad. But an 
to what is best tnsta is very varied, and 
that which commends itself to oue man 
perhaps repels another. Aly own taste you 
must take just for what.it is worth. But 
leaving out for obvious reasons nil Greek 
and Latin writers, before and above every 
one, including them, I. should myself plnce 
Shakespeare, an inexhaustible storehouse 
of wisdom, instruction and exquisite dic- 
tion, indispensable to nny one who has 
anything to do with speaking or writing. 
Nest Shakespeare I for one should put 
Milton. Have any of you not beard the 
mngniflcent eloquence of John Bright? He 
told me himself thnt be was built on. JMil- 
ton, and if you heard him—nay, even if you 
read him—you cnn seo thnt ho is steeped 
in the spirit of this great poet, and that, 
though he does not imitate Hilton, ho 
speaks after Miltou. And next for use- 
yes, for dally use—read Wordsworth. Much 
of Wordsworth has pnssed into the Inn 
guog", the poet of nature and of lofty apir 
itual thought, whose verse makes brigh 
things brighter and happy men happiei 
thu man of whoso song Matthew Arnol 
says that when ho spoke 


Our foreheads felt tho wind and rain. 
Our youth returned, for there was shed 
On Rpiritg thnt had Ions hfen deal], 
Spirits dried up and closely furled, 
The trcahncys of the early world. 


There is ono mnn in English literatun 


—perhaps there are two—who wroto tot 
little. Gray is one. Every word he wroti 
is precious. He has the perfection of die 
tion and of uieloily. Every line contains n 
thought or a picture complete in itself, 
and you cannot change u word withoui 
marring its perfection. Tho other perhaps 
is Wolfe. 
Every ono knows his lines on 


the "Burial of Sir John Moore," of which, 
in my judgment, no higher praise is possi- 
ble than to say they aro worthy of their 
subject. But ho.wrote also "Go, 1'orgct 
We," and "If I Had Known Thou Couldst 
Have Died," two poems uow but little 
known, but of which, if it is too much to 
pay they aro as flne ng the oue on Sir John 
Moore, it is not too much to say that they 
are worthy of tho poet who wroto it. Tho 
time would fail mo if I were to speak 
at length of Shelley, of Keats, of Scott, of 
Ben Jonson, of Ford, of Mnssingcr, of 
Drydcn, Pope and Young, not to mention 
morn recent authors. Coleridge I omit, of 
course. Tennyson I omit, because I know 
that any estimate which places him, 03 I 
Eboilld place'him, in an order of men far 
below Shakespeare is at present the mark 
of a Philistine. 


Browning I omit, because, though I 


have admired him since I was a boy at 
school, I have not been so fortunate as al- 
ways to understand him. He once rebuked 
me in a way whichlrclate for Hiecornfort 
of those ftinall striving souls who watch 
his flights and try to follow his course in 
vain, till he disappears from them In 
clc.- ;u:i. He -was so kind as to give me 
many of his volumes, nnd ho knew I hou- 
estly read them. Soon after ono had thus 
been given me he asked mo howl liked it. 
I teplicd that what I could understand I 
heartily admired, nnd that pnf ts of it, I 
thought, ought to be immorlnl, but that 
as to much of it I really could not tell 
whether I admired it or no, ns I could not 
understand it. "Ah, well," he said, "if a 
reader of your fnliber understands 10 per 
cent of what I write, I think he ought to 
be content." 


Whether for present or future comfort I 


cannot too earnestly recommend your ac- 
quainting yourselves with gocid books. 
They are tbo best of companions.

Here are Ihe strong 
points in it, and what the Lowell man 
says: 


The present statute, he thinks, would 


justify a man in tearing down a barbed 
wire fence and testing the law in the mat- 
ter, whether a barbed wire fence is a legal 
and suitable line boundary. 
| 


Chapter 36, public statutes, reads as fol- 


lows: "Fences 4 feet high and in good re- 
pair, consisting of rails, timber, boards or 
stone 
or other things which 


the fenceviewers within whose jurisdiction 
the same shall lie shall consider equivalent 
thereto, shall be deemed legal and suffi- 
cient fences."' 


The danger of barbed wire fences to 


a horse, he says, is so great that no intel- 
ligent horse owner will pasture his horse 
where he can come against one. 


Chapter 272, acts of 1SS4, reads: 
"No 


barbed wire shall be hereafter build or 
maintained within 


Six Feet above the Ground 


alon* any sidewalk located on or upon and 
public street or highway.'' 
The offence 


calls for a fine not less than 820 nor more 
than S50. 


This law is to prevent accidents to 


passers-by and to runaway horses, that 
often try to leap low fences and get caught 
when half way over. 


The bill was introduced in the last ses- 


sion by Mr. Murphy, but failed to pass, 
though, says Mr. Murphy, there were from 
25 to 30 members of that house who had 
horses injured by barbed wire fences. 


He said that the horse breeding interests 


in the state had very greatly increased, 
quadrupling in the past 10 years, while the 
value of the cattle had decreased. 


Cattle respects a barbed w;re fence after 


one tussle with it more than any other 
kind. Their method of breaking down a 
fenseis to hook it-nUn their horns and 
press against it with their heads. 


They only try this onco against barbed 


wire. They are not seriously injured by 
the effects, hence farmers prefer it to keep 
their cattle within bounds. 


When there are horses on the other side 


of the fence the question changes. A 
horse always attempts to leap a fence, and 
when caught half way he always leans his 
weight on the fence, hoping to crush it to 
earth. 


Many horses are seriously injured in this 


state everj year by the barbed wire ripping 
them along the stomach or under the fore 
legs. Every horse paper has inweighed 
against what is termed "the barbed wire 
atrocity." 


A cattleman on one side of the fence, it 


is readily seen , and a horse breeder on the 
other, may thus have diametrically oppo- 
site opinions as to what is a suitable kind 
of fence. 


The bill introduced provides, that, here- 


after, no person shall use barbed wire in 
the construction of alteration of 
line 


fences, unless the person on the other side 
of the fence agree to its use.

Can we look tlie situation iu the 
face and think what it means? 


In vain it is urged that this is an emer- 


gency; that a crisis is upon us; thai some 
mysterious, causeless condition places 
really worthy working men in idleness 
and want; thatwe have only to be "char- 
itable" to tide things over to the time 
when we shall reach some inexplicable 
good somewhere in _tlie future. No one 
can assure us that it is true, or what is 
to come ont of chaos to relieve the situa- 
'tion. Nothing but the old faiths, the old 
reliance in the teachings of an always 
mistaken past, can so assnro us. 


"We believe, of course, that somehow, 


Borne time, these crowds of hungry un- 
employed will disappear, because—be- 
cause they never entered into our calcu- 
lations; they are not an essential element 
of a free society (and such it is supposed 
we have); they are an unexpected, nn- 
'pleasant factor in a problem we had be- 
lieved wasnearly solved. Their existence 
spoils all the teachings of our good old 
conventional code, our patriotism, our 
fine old thrifty proverbs—all with which 
we have been nurtured throughout our 
lives. We may lay their existence to 
accident, to bad management of parties, 
to the ignorance of the working classes 
in clamoring for more than they got, 
but accidents and mistakes can be recti- 
fied. And so we continue to establish 
Bouphousea and breezy lodging places, 
to rake up scavenger work for educated 
men to do in return for charity tickets, 
to jail starving petty thieves, to coax, 
.bribe or silence the desperate, danger- 
ous, clamorous horde, pending the lime 
when it will all miraculously cease. 


How can we be so certain? How can 


we know that the present situation is 
'not the slow outgrowth of deep lying, 
long existing causes, working through 
the strata of ages, flinging up wrecks of 
humanity like driftwood and threaten- 
ing destruction all along its way? How 
can we know that peace will come soon 
when this mighty force is still at work 
among the foundations of society? 


For what has made misery in all the 


centuries past is making a climax of 
misery in this the end of the nineteenth 
century. The earth 13 still bought and 
sold. Its owners may turn it into vast 
hunting grounds, pleasure fields or syn- 
dicate farms, to the destruction of happy 
homes for the masses. The richest cor- 
porations can yet secure the greatest 
privileges. The common people, disor- 
ganized, defenseless, needy, must strug- 
gle on/receiving the least that will sup- 
port life in return for theirtoil. Is it not 
plain that as long as this is true the 
armies of the destitute, the idle, the starv- 
ing, must ever be on the increase? 


Up to within a few years tho vast 


rich expanse of our continent has been 
a never failing resource for tho popula- 
tion crowded out of the centers of in- 
dustry and trade. Even under the worst 
possible schemes for absorbing the wealth 
of the country, absolute poverty by tha 
wholesale has not until recently ap- 
peared. But even a continent has limits 
and when it is being gir^n away, cot in 
homes, but in corporation tracts by the 
millions, oi acres, the end must come

The CUuroli Neglects the Poor. 


Rev. Br. G. W. Gray delivered an ad- 


dress recently before 800 Methodist cler- 
gymen in Chicago, in which he said: 


In 'a Christian government at least the 


opportunity to earn a bare subsistence 
should be afforded by the state. But if 
the stato does not do it the church should. 
There are over 000 churches in Chicago. 
That means 500 houses with 500 paid su- 
perintendents, around whom are gath- 
ered offlcinl boards made np of tho most 
influential men in the neighborhood. 
With such vantage ground the Christian 
church should know every man, woman 
and child; their needs, and be ready to 
meet them; their possibilitiea, and be 
reedy to develop them. 


Investigation touching the typical 


manufacturing cities of the United 
States shows that church neglect of the 
poorer classes is rapidly increasing. The 
poor are greater in number than the well 
to do class, yet but few are jn the 
wealthier 
and 
stronger 
Protestant 


churches. If they were they would lean 
of each other's wants, they would assist 
each other and a desire to work would be 
mot Tjy opportunity. We fear that many 
oC our wealthier churches have practi- 
cally signed a release to the devil of all 
interest in the poor of tlio community. 
If the church was doing its duty toward 
tha working: classes there would be few- 
er poor in the world. If tho working 
classes were converted the unemployed 
as a class would cease. It is possible 
—nay, wo may nay probable—if the 
church was us earnest and spout as much 
money to save the poorer classes as tc 
save the wealthier classes the problem ol 
the unemployed would need no solution,

The Infection o£ Diputheria—Ingrowing 


Nails—For Art Amateurs—Bracket For 
Painting—Water Colors. 


Here Is a little bit of really valuable advice 


for thia season of the year, taken from th« 
columns of a medical journal: Keep youi 
mouth shut. If people would only do this, 
they would avoid colds and coughs and 
ofttimes serious illness. _The prescription 
is a very simple one, and not even the mer- 
it o£ originality can ba claimed for it, but it 
undoubtedly is efficacious. 


Mr. Catlm, the celebrated traveler among 


the J^orth American Indians, discovered 
that they were free from many of the dis- 
eases which afflict civilized nations, and he 
attributed this exemption to tho practice of 
keeping their mouths closed at almost all 
times, except when they are eating or talk- 
ine.- The mothers teach the children this 
from their earliest infancy. And does it not 
stand to reason that it is better to breathe 
through the nostrils the chilly air when 
leaving a heated room for the street, or even 
when going into a cold passage, than letting 
it go straight to the lungs in an ordinary 
way? Mr. Catlrn declares that "Shut your 
mouth" is the most important motto which 
the human language can convey. 


BILK PUBSE. 


Cat off the silk, and npon another needle 
knit W rows the same; then use four pins, 
join the two parts and knit 1, purl 1 for 3 
rounds. 


Sow change the silk, and with gold knit 


1, purl 1 for 22 loands. Join the blue silk 
and use the blue and gold together. 


First Bound*—Pat the silks over the 


needle, round from the back toward the left 
hand and knic 2 together; repeat from *all 
round. 


Second Round—Knit plain, taking the 


long stitch through at the back of it and 
the next stitch at the front. If the stitches 
seem obscure, just raise the left hand needle 
to clear them. Repeat these two rounds 
till there are 12 or 14 patterns. After the 
first round of this pattern, you knit 2 
double stitches together—i. e., two stitches 
of the double silk. The remainder of the 
puree is knitted with single silk of either 
color; cttfc o2 one 01 them and fasten the 
end. 


Knit 7 rounds plain, then reduce the 


purse gradually to $he tassel. Knit 7. Knit 
2 together; repeat a-11 round. Knit a round 
plain. Knit 6, Knit 2 together; repeat. 
Knit a round plain. Continue to decrease 
in this way, and, lastly, knit 2 together all 
round, draw up the few remaining stitches 
and sew on tha tassel. 


Sew the purse firmly on the bars with 


buttonhole stitch. 


The Infection of Diphtheria. 


Commenting on reported results of resent 


researches in diphtheria by the bacteriolog- 
ical bureau of the New York health depart- 
ment, The Herald says: "The power to 
transmit the infection o£ diphtheria, it is 
found, lingers sometimes for as much as 12 
flays and occasionally three or four weeks 
in patients who have made an apparently 
perfect recovery from tttia most deadly dis- 
ease. In other words, the infection may 
have lost its pathogenic power in a person 
who has suffered from it, while others wha 
have not been inoculated with the poison 
may be liable to take it from the convales.

"In this view of diphtheria 2 new duty 


devolves on te ichers in all schools, espe- 
cially inthepublicschools. Itisnotenough 
to prevent a scholar who has had diphtheria 
from mingling with the other pupils dur- 
ing the period of incubation and convales- 
cence. The ':pread of the disease, it seems, 
can, only be cl> -eked by keeping a diphtheria 
patient frou 
school until a bacteriolog- 


ical esamii. 
i shews that he no longei 


carries the germs of the disease. This may 
work hardship to some pupils, but it is bet- 
ter for a few to bear with a considerable de- 
tention from school than to endanger the 
lives of his fellow scholars." 


Ingrowing Toe Kail. 


People suffering from that very painful 


and troublesome thing, an ingrowing toe 
nail, may be glad to hear of a simple cure 
suggested in an exchange: Just apply tc 
the tender part a very little tincture of per- 
chloride of iron. This will cause the tendei 
surface to dry up and will relieve the pain. 
Let the hardened flesh remain for a week 01 
two, when it may be removed by soaking 
the feet in warm water. Assoonasreliei 
from pain has been effected by means of the 
Iron cut the toe nail straight across the top 
and clip aV shaped nick, in the middle. 
This will incline the nail to draw or grow 
away from the flesh at the sides and assume 
its proper shape. As ill fitting shoes are 
often as much the cause of this painful 
trouble as au improper manner of trimming 
the toe nails, only those which are of a rea- 
sonable size and good shape should be worn,

Daro the cities, with theirhordcs 
of clamorous hungry at f-ho duorn, an- 
swer? Cfln wo look the situation in the 
face and think what it means? 


Invnin it is urged that this isan emer- 


gency; that a crisis is upou UK; that.somo 
mysterious, causeless condition places 
really worthy working men in idleness 
imd wnut; thntwe have only to bo "char- 
itable" to tide things over lo tho time 
when we shall reach some inexplicable 
good BOiuewhere in _tho fuluro. 
No one 


can assure us that it in true, or what is 
to come out of chaos to relieve tho situa- 
tion. Nothing but the old faiths, tho old 
reliance in the teachings of an always 
mistaken past, cau so assure us. 


.Wo believe, of course, that somehow, 


Rome tune, these crowds of hungry un- 
employed will disappear, because—be- 
cause they never entered into our calcu- 
lations; they are notun essential clement 
of a freo society (and sucll it is supposed 
we have); they are au unorpccted, un- 
pleasant factor in a problem wo had be- 
lieved wasnearly solved. Their existence 
spoils all tlio toaohmgs o£ our good old 
conventional code, our patriotism, our 
fine old thrifty proverbs—all with which 
wo havo been nurtured throughout our 
lives. Wo may lay their existence to 
accideut, to bad management of parties, 
to tho ignorance of tho working classes 
in clamoring for more than they gel, 
but accideuls aud mistakes can ho recti- 
fied. And so we contiuno to establish 
souphouses aud broez}' lodging places, 
to rake up scavenger work for educated 
men to do in return for charity tickets, 
to jail starving petty thieves, to coax, 
bribo or silence tho desperate, danger- 
ous, clamorous horde, pending tho time 
when it will all miraculously cease. 


How can we bo BO certain? How can 


we know that tho present situation is 
not the slow outgrowth of dee)) lying, 
long existing causes, working through 
tho strata of ages, Hinging up wrecks of 
humanity like driftwood mid threaten- 
ing destruction nil along its way? How 
cau wo know that pcuco will come soon 
when this mighty force is still at work 
among the foundations of society? 


For what has made misery iu all tho 


centuries past is making n climax of 
misery in this tho end of the nineteenth 
century. Tho earth is still bought and 
sold. Its owners may turn it into vast 
hunting grounds, pleasure fields or syn- 
dicate farnis, to thodcstructionof happy 
homes for tho masses. The richest cor- 
porations can yet secure tho greatest 
privileges. 
The common people, disor- 


ganized, defenseless, needy, must strug- 
gle on,-receiviug the least that will sup- 
port life in return for theii"toil. Is it not 
plain that as loug us this is true the 
armies of the destitute, tho idle, the starv- 
ing, must ever bo on tho increase? 


Up to within a few years the vast 


rich expanse of our continent lias been 
a never failing resource for tUo popula- 
tion crowded out of tho centers of in- 
dustry and trade. Even under the worst 
possible schemes for absorbing the wealih 
of the country, absolute poverty by tho 
wholesale has not until recently ap- 
peared. But eveu a continent 1ms limits, 
and when it is being giv|:u away, not in 
homes, but iu corporation tracts by tho 
millions of acres, the end musl. come 
somo time. Whore now can the people 
go for homes? Only to the dcscrls, the 
fastnesses of the monnluins, the inac- 
L'essiblo lands, for all else is "fenced 
round with a parchment scrull." 
! 


To whom can they apply to sell theiv 


labor? Only the few rich c;in buy it, 
and their servants aro plentiful. 
He- 


sides, they have hariiL-.ssed tho forces ol 
nature to \,'hcels of steel lo do tlieir bid- 
ding, and the hands ot thesci noi-dy mil- 
lions are not wanted. So luM'e they are, 
these deap9iled beings for whom it seems 
no one has any use. What is to be the 
outcome? . They cannot nlwayH subsist! 
on charity. Even now the litllo lluil | 
the rich havo given through fear is al- 
Tnoatdiminlshcd. Tho pitiful sinna lhat 
tho poorer classes can raise are not suf- 
ficient. 
All that can bu in'ocun.-d by 


nympalhy or extortion (it has been made 
n condition of employment in many 
places that tho employee give a day's 
wages to tho relief fund) will not an- 
uwer to keep these throngs from Htarva- 
tlon rind orimc. Soup hitchon* and lodg- 
ing housed will not alwnyn xorvo (IB the 
lionuiH of worthy workingmen. 
Even 


proposed schemes for conjuring up work 
to bu paid for at panper ralcit will not 
n)\vnyn keep tho throngH quiet. What 
of Die future?

They must reali/o I hat I hey liavo n 
common cause and unite for it; they 
must meet, discuss and agitato; they 
must edncnic themselves and one anoth- 
er. To a united body, vast as tho cojUi- 
uoilt and no longer ignorant, all things 
lire possible.

Ono point ought to bo clear—namely, 


that to mako work for tho sake of help- 
ing ifi again a doubtful charity. Such 
makeshift work generally outers into 
liompetition with aonio regular industry 
or trade, and thus far tends to injure 
thuso who i.iherwiso aro doing for them- 
Eelvcs. On largo general lines I think it 
may bo stated, that any vrork which en 
ters into competition thus with regularly 
established trades and industries is dan- 
gerous. Tho one lino of work which ifl 
clear of this objection is tho develop- 
ment of public works. Tho East Side 
Relief association, in seeking to sot the 
unemployed to work in cleaning the 
streets, presents no moral 
difficulty 


whatever. Truo,.enough ta spent on this 
tank now to do it rightly, but as a fact 
is not dono rightly and will not bo done 
rightly under tho present city govern- 
ment. 


To tho extent therefore that private 


charily enables llio unemployed to go to 
work as a supplementary street cleaning 
force, good, and only good, is accom- 
plished. Tho men thus employed aro 
j^iven work, and their families cared for, 
and tho streets kept clean, and disease 
prevented. How large a body of unem- 
ployed might bo set at work to keep the 
elrcolB thoroughly clean I cannot state. 
Judging from tho dirt that prevails ev- 
erywhero today, wo might Bet many 
thousands of men iit.wcik over the 
length and breadth of tho city and for 
once ii) our lifetime havo llio satisfaction 
of rieeing tl clean New York. To do this 
would bo nn object lesson worthy of its 
cost. If Tammany Hall will undertake 
this, it will go far to condone Bomo of ita 
great wrongs.—Rev. R. Hebor Newton.

dress recently before 800 Methodist clcr 
gymen in Chicago, in which ho Euid: 


In 'n Christian government at least the 


opportunity to earn a baro subsistence 
should bo afforded by tho state. But if 
tho alato docs not do ib the church should. 
There are over 000 churches in Chicago. 
That meanu 000 houses with 500 paid su- 
perintendents, around whom are gath- 
ered official boards made up of tho most 
inJlucnlial men in tho neighborhood. 
With fluohvnningo ground the Chrislian 
church should know every man, woman 
and child; their needs, and bo ready tc 
meet them; their possibilities, and be 
reiidy to develop them. 


Investigation touching 
Iho Ivpical 


manufacturing cities of tho United 
States shown that church neglect of the 
poorer classes is rapidly increasing. The 
poor aro greater in number than the well 
lo do cliiBB, yet but few are in the 
wealthier 
and 
stronger 
Protestant 


churches. If they were they would learn 
of each other's wants, they would assist 
each other and a desire to work would be 
mot by opportunity. Wo fear that many 
of our wealthier churches havo practi- 
cally signed n release to tho devil of all 
interest in Iho poor of the community. 
If tho church was doing its duty toward 
the working classes there would bo few- 
er poor in tho world. If tho working 
classes woro converted the unemployed 
as a class would cease. It is possible 
—nay, wo may 
Ray probable—if the 


church wag 113 earnest and spent as much 
mone}- to save the poorer classes as Ic 
Bave tho wealthier classes the problem ol 
the unemployed would need no solution.

CnrnJf.'a. MentioijGil by Ptolemy nnder the 
DUiiio Urciniiim, it waa known as Aclja- 
ciuin in tho mlddln ugea. Tho modern 
town, with tho citadel, ^os founded about 
14(J3 by the Bunk of Ht. Georgo of Genoa, a 
company analogous to tho JCiist India com- 
puuy, and in ]G58 tliu l-Yeuch under Marc- 
elm! Thermus obtained possession of Ajac- 
clo only to yield it :ifjmn, however, six 
youi'H Inter by tbe trc-aty of Chateau Cam- 
brcsis to that hnted and tyruuuoiiH rule;

the island to i(,s prcscn t position of a French 
department, but there Is ono name, Napo 
Iron BoiiiLpartc, .which can never bo forgot- 
ton in Ajruicio, and almost every street and 
night speaks of him and his family. His 
iTuirhlo figure surmounts tho fountain in 
tho Place; du Marchr, but far flnar ie the

GOODS SOW EXHAUSTED. 


Increased Demand For Goods Generally 


Felt. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 


Improvement in business still appears 


In many directions, but it seems to be in 
part balanced by loss in others. The 
gradual gam which began some time ago, 
and was strengthened a httle by the suc- 
cess of the treasury loan, has scarcely 
answered expectations. 
Doubtless the 


uncertainty remains with the tariff bill 
yet in the senate, and currency measures 
of importance pending ill the house has 
Borne hinderiag influence, but there is 
still seen an increase in the demand for 
many kinds of goods, because of the ex- 
haustion of stock in the hands of dealers 
by a consumption which, though less 
than usual, is nevertheless greater than 
in any other country. 


Ciop reports were expected to cause a 


great advance iu wheat, but the price lias 
dropped to 63 3-8 cents cash, the lowest 
point ever known in this market, and 
both here and at Chicago May wheat has 
gone lower thau ever. 


Hog products and coffee were substan- 


tially unchanged. 


Cotton rose 1-10 in spite of visible stocks 


exceeding half the world's consumption 
for a year, and a decrease of 20 per ceiit 
compared with last year in takings of 
northern spinners. Speculative forces on 
either side, rather than the facts of supply 
and demand, govern at present. 


Decline In Exchanges. 


The volume of domestic trade does not 


materially increase, exchanges indicating 
a decline compared with last, year of 19.5 
per cent elsewhere, and 34.9 per cent at 
Sew York 


The decrease in shipments of boots and 


shoes from Boston for the week was only 
14 per cent, but trading runs so largely to 
low-priced goods that in value the de- 
crease in business is greater. 


Textile manufactures are gaining a lit- 


tle. Inquiry discloses larger stocks of 
cotton goods held by dealers than was 
supposed, and quite a large proportion of 
mills are likely to close before long, un- 
less orders increase, but the number re- 
ported starting is again several times 
the number reported closing. 


Sales of wool were decidedly larger last 


•week, 5,773,040 pounds, against 6,855,750 
last year, and the markets were all more 
active, but this week are comparatively 
quiet. 


Democrats Asked to Clup In. 


NEW HAYhX, Feb. 10.—The Democratic 


state cential committee has issued & 
letter to the Democrats of the state call- 
ing for subscriptions to the election fund. 
It requests all office holders, both state 
and national, to contribute according to 
their salaries, and fixes the amounts they 
are expected to give. The letter is vigor- 
ously denounced by leading Democratia 
papers. 


Shortening Hours of Labor. 


MANCHESTER, X. H., Feb. 10.—Time in 


the Stark mills, beginning next Monday, 
will be reduced to eight hours a day and 
five days a week. Notices were posted in 
the Manchester mills that a similar re- 
duction in time would be made in the 
worsted 
departments. 
The Jefferson 


mill, on the other hand, is working until 
10 o'clock at night, to catch up with 
orders.

Northop, commissioner general of the 
confedeia«e states of America, died at 
Pikesville, yesterday, aged S3 years.

Becd SpoKe at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10.—A mass meet- 


ing in the intei ests of Galusha E. Grow, 
Republican candidate for congressman- 
at-large, was held last night at the Acad- 
emy of Music. Thomas B. Keed was the 
principal speaker. Mr. Reed's remarks 
were directed entirely to the question of 
protection and the criticism of the pres- 
ent administration.

The most notable disaster in which our 


ships have been involved was the hurri- 
cane at Samoa In which the Trenton, 
Vandalia and Nipsic were wrecked and 
143 lives in all lost.

Apia. The disaster occurred March 15, 
1SS9, 
and three German ships also were 


lost. On Feb. 18,1883, the Ashuelot went 
ashore on a rock off the coast of China 
and 11 men were lost.

city itself. Captain Phillipe, upon hea 
ing this, gathered his entire force tt 
gether and began the work of crowdiu; 
up the enforcements. 
- The Tuaregs became aggressive an 
pushed up close to the French soldiers n 
work in the trenchmonts, and killed an 
wounded several. This caused Captai 
Phillipe to organize two small parties o 
picked soldiers to protect the men at wor 
in the trenches. They made several spi 
ited sallies on the Tuaregs, driving thei 
backward and killing a number of them 


French Troops Exhausted. 


But the French troops were badl 


harassed and became thoroughly ej 
hausted with work day and night, an 
being compelled to bo continually on th 
alert in order to be ready for some ne 
attack. Especially at night time wer 
the Tuaregs active and audacious, ever 
night they killed or wounded several o 
the small garrison.

Tie has been employed 
tbere for 10 years, Ho nev<(j drinks, in in- 
dustrious, and makes 41.75 a'fcay, never 
missing a day. He buys a groat many 
groceries, such as flour, beans and barley. 
Twice a week he buys meat. 


Morris said they usod four Backs of 


flour a week. The entire four Racks are 
made into flannel cakes, which are baked 
on the lid of the stove, aud this diet, 
three times a day, varied occasionally by 
some barloy or beans, or a little fresh 
meat, is all they ever eat. Morris said 
they never had butter; they never wanted 
anything, he said. 


Morris siiid his wife was an inmate of 


the Fayetto county asylum when he mar- 
ried her. He said be did not dare to tell 
her to cleau things up aa nho would 
threaten to cut the throats of the entire 
family.

fetaa and lustrings will have a place they 
have not enjoyed as dress fabrics for at least 
tw» generations. These aro se-'n mostly in 
very narrow stripes and clouded or mottled 
effect, and the coloring is not as brilliant 
as it was last season. There will be very 
little if any changeable silk worn by grown 
persons, though the children will fairly rev- 
el in the iridescent beauties of the dove aad 
the rainbow. 


There is an immense line of cheney silk, 


with soft, shadowy patterns that look as 
though seen through a hazy mist. The deli- 
cate beauty of these silks as well as their 
rich, firm quality has made them prime 
favorites for certainly over a hundred years. 
There are two styles of these—one havj'ua 
medium sized patterns on dark or dull 
grounds for day dresses, and the other 
having enormous floral designs on light 
grounds for evening wear. Some of the.se 
are made up into one entire dress, while 
others have combinations of plain silk- 
such as faille or beugaline or even satin 
and velvet. To have the front breadth made 
of plain silk, richly embroidered with silk 
or chenille, with metal threads, and in 
some cases imitation jewels or jet beads to 
add to the effect, is a favorite manner of 
making them. 


The princess form for evening dresses 


grows in favor, and the effect is always 
heightened by having the front open over 
a breadth of something else alwajs moio 
or less ornamented. The rich Cheney wlks 
may be and frequently are cut so as t o have 
the front breadth open, and also to have » 
couple of breadths of velvet or other plain 
fabric set in with very deep plaits, so that 
they form a fan shaped train. Some of the 
fronts are made of lace, cither in a succes- 
sion of flounces or in one deep fall. Beaded 
lace for this purpose is very fashionable. 
Some black lace has a deep palm leaf pat- 
tern worked upon it with floss silks and 
pearl, black or colored beads. This is an 
exceptionally handsome decoration. 


One modiste told me that she had re- 


ceived orders for eight light taffeta frock", 
an'd' every'one was to have 12 three inch 
pinked'ruffles on the skirt overlapping each 
other.

Account of tlio Sassafras Tre 


tlie Gods— Tunnel Throuf!' the Rockies— 
Fish Culture. 


This is one of the plants long.held in es- 


timation by common peop'le''before thepres- 
cnt methods of forcing them for tula us 
winter flowers. The name of the plant, 
couvallaxia, comes from a Latin word 
meaning growing in the valley. The plant 
tailed Solomon's Seal, a native of our 
woods, belongs to the same family, and 
gets its EnalisU name, Solomon's Seal, on 
account of its fleshy roots being full of 
knots, which when cut obliquely are figured 
with veins, having somewhat the appear- 
ance of a seal; others say on account of 
the seallike mark left where the shoot 
grows out from the stem after it Has died 
away. 


While the normal color of the lily of the 


valley is white, it has been known to come 
red. There are also kinds with double flow- 
ers. With sucli old favorites folklore is 
certain to be associated. Thus in the forest 
of St. Leonard, Sussex, a legend runs that 
the plant sprung up from the blood of (5! 
Leonard, who once encountered a miffhty 
Tvoim, or "flre drake," in the forest, engag- 
ing with it for three successive days. Even- 
tually, of course, tlie saint came off vic- 
torious, but not without being seriously 
wounded, and wherever his blood was shed 
there sprang up lilies of the valley ia pro- 
fusion. 


Old Culpepper says in his time it was 


called conval lily, male lily and lily con- 
stancy. 
It was uuuor the dominion of 


Mercury, and therel'ure it strengthened the 
brain, recruited the memory and made it 
strong again. The distilled water, dropped 
into the eyes, helped infirmity there, as also 
that infirmity which they call a pin, and 
web. 
"Gerrard saltii that if tho flowers are 


close topped up in a glass, put into an ant 
hill, and taken away again a month after, ye 
shall find a liquor in the glass, which, be- 
iug outwardly applied, helps the gout." 


Such, as summed up by The Prairie 


Farmer, is the history of this little plant 
which once cut quite a figure in tho simples 
of a ruder age.

Sagsafrns Trees. 


Almost every country has one or more 


species of this tree, all said to differ in some 
characteristic from ours, but all, according 
to Science, having tho same odor and sim- 
ilar aromatic, sweetish tasfe. But one 
country has larger trees. Those of New 
Zealand grow to a height of 100 to 150 feet. 
This tree appears in every clime and is de- 
scribed as having "n large head of horizon- 
tal branches." The fruit is a small black 
drupa, which is not palatable, but is eaten 
by birds. The sassafras oil of commerce is 
made from these seeds and the buds. The 
leaves of our species are very dark green, 
rather thick, broad, oblong and elliptical. 


In Italy it is more like the American spe- 


cies than any other and IB known as sassa- 
frasso. The word comes from the Latin 
saxum, a stone, and fraugo, I brake, so 
named because it was believed that the use 
of the tea made from it would dissolve the 
gall stones of the bladder and prevent their 
formation. 


In the southern states sassafras grows to 


the size of trees, generally small, but very 
abundant. The air is said to be more preg- 
nant with its aroina than farther north, 
and it can be detected a great distance at 
sea. The bark seems to be more fragrant, 
too, when steeped.

The snail itself is such an entirely unpleas- 
rat, not to say loathsome, creature to han- 
dle that few amateur naturalists care to 
bother with it, but by neglecting the snail 
:hey miss studying one of the most inter 
esting objects that come under their ob- 
servation. 


"Any one wbo has noticed a snail Jeed- 


ng on a leaf must have wondered how 
sucb a soft, flabby, slimy animal can make 
such a sharp and clean cut incision in the 
eaf, 
leaving an edge as smooth and 


straight as if it had been cut with a knife. 
That is due to the peculiar aud formidable 
moutb he has. 
The snail eats with his 


tongue and the roof of his mouth. 
The 


tongue 13 a ribbon which the snail keeps 
in a coil in his moutb. 
Tho tongue is in 


reality a band saw, with the teeth on the 
surface instead of on the edge. The teeth 
are so small that as many as 30,000 of 
them have been found on one snail's 
tongue. He can uncoil as much, of this as 
be chooses, and the uncoiled part he brings 
into service. The roof of his month is as 
hard as bone. He grasps the leaf between 
his tongue and that hard substance, and 
rasping away with bis tongue saws through 
the toughest leaf with ease, always leav- 
ing the edge very smooth and straight."—

Tho plan 
uallecl 6olomou's Bual, a uatlvc of oui 
woodn, bulonss to the earno family, ant 
gets itu English name, Solomon's Seal, or 
account of its fleshy roots being full o 
knots, which when cut obliquely are flgurc( 
with veios, having noumwliat tho appear 
nnco of a soul; o thorn say ou account o: 
tho sealllko murk left where tho shoo'! 
grows out from thu stem after it lias diec 
away. 


While the normal color of the lily of the 


valley is whlto, it has been knoivu to come 
red. There aro also kinds with double flow 
era. With such old favorites folklore Is 
certain to be associated. Thus in tho fores! 
of St. Leonard, Sussex, a legend rdns thd 
the planb.sprung np from tho blood of fjt 
Leonard, who once encountered a miuhfcy 
woirn, or "fire drake." in tho forest, engag- 
ing with it for tbrte successive daye. Even- 
tually, of courne, tho eaint camo off vic- 
torious, but not without being aeriously 
wounded, arid wherever hia blood was ahed 
here sprang up lilies ol the valley in pro- 
lusion. 


Old Culpepper says in his time it was 


called conval lily, male lily and lily con 
fitaney. It was uudor tho dominion of 
Mercury, nnd ther.ef.oro it strengthened the 
srarn, recruited the memory and made it 
fitrong again.

The Bite of tUe Tsetse JTly. 


Singular indeed is the effect of the bite, 


or as the Boers call it, the "stick," of the 
:setse fly, for the carcass, when examined, 
s found to be almost bloodless. The cel- 
ular tissue under the skin ia distended 
with air, resembling a number of soap 
rabbles, tha fat is yellowish green and 
oily, the heart so soft that the fingers cau 
tia made to meet through it, tho lungs and 
.iver are diseased, the stomach and bowels 
are pale and empty and the gall bladder is 
distended with bile. Yet, as Livingstone 
says, wild animals nearly akin to the horse 
and ox, such as the buffalo and zebra, suf- 
fer no harm. Neither do pigs, goats and 
wild antelopes, but dogs suffer as severely 
as horses and oxen. 


The skin of an animal which has died 


from the tsetse shows all the punctures on 
the inside, with a ring of yellow mucus on 
the flesh beneath each puncture as large 
as the palm of the hand and resembling 
the appearance of a snake bite. No certain 
remedy is known for the puncture of this 
tenible fly.—Chambers' Journal. 


Photographing tbo Sen Bottom, 


Experiments have been, made in France 


which promise considerable success in sub- 
marine photography. A specially con- 
structed camera was carried down by a 
diver to a depth of 22 or 23 feet, and with 
an exposure of half an hour negatives were 
obtained which, although showing a lack 
of depth, were fairly satisfactory. 


It was found that the best results were 


obtained by placing a blue glass in front 
of the lens. It is intended to have lenses 
specially constructed for under water work. 


Instantaneous photographs of the sea 


bottom during a storm have been obtained 
with the aid of a flash light. This light 
was furnished by an alcohol lamp fed from 
a reservoir of oxygen. Magnesium powder 
was projected into the fiame through a 
tube from the shore. It is thought that 
such flashlight photographs may be made 
at any depth to which a diver caa go 
dowti.—Youth's Companion.

Cut Sheet Kaljber. 


A large quantity of what is termed " cut 


sheet" india rubber is used by English 
manufacturers in that line, the maleria" 
being the pure gum which has been mass- 
ed upon a mixing mill and afterward pui 
into a rectangular iron bos and pressec 
into a solid cake, this box being fitted with 
a traveling arrangement something like 
that of a planer, so that the cake of rub 
ber can be slowly fed out of one end agains 
a small i evolving knife, which cuts it into 
the thinnest possible sheets. These sheets 
are used in making balloons, tobacco 
pouches and articles of that kind, no little 
skill; however, being required to insure 
success in producing such goods from the 
vulcanized material. Thus to make a per 
feet sphere it is a matter of common knowl 
edge among balloon makers that no num. 
ber of pieces less than seven can be used. 
The pattern cutters, it is said, use 9,11,13 
or 15 pieces, always going on the odd num- 
ber, it being alleged that a balloon made 
of 6,10 or 13 pieces would not expand even- 
ly. Goods made of this cut sheet arc usu- 
ally cured by the cold process or by the 
vapor cure, and in some cases no Tulcani- 
tation is resorted to at all. Formerly in- 
iia. rubber thread was made of gum treat- 
ed in much the game manner as the cut 
sheet, and a great deal of skill was attain- 
ed in its manipulation.—New York Sun.

Cobwebs aud Oats. 


The cry of modern surgery is for chem- 


ical cleanliness, and the deluded nisn or 
woman who binds a small poultice of mi- 
crobes, otherwise cobwebs, over a fresh 
cut as a healing agency is a candidate for 
Bloomingclnle. Pressure will stop the 
bleeding, if it is not arterial, and will help 
that. Whether an artery has been tam- 
pered with or not is shown by the way the 
cut bleeds. A pumping flow or a steady 
jpouting stream indicates that it has. 
Press firmly while the nearest physician 
is summoned. For ordinary cuts, even 
those which bleed profusely, firm pressure 
right upon them will soon check the flow, 


^n wash them thoroughly in clear hot 


water, draw the edges together mid put 
strips of court or surgeon's plaster across. 
Strips should be used instead of a single 
piece to afford vent for any pus that should 
gather. The washing is especially neces- 
sary when the cut is made by glass or tin, 
lest any bit of foreign material remain in 
the wound to fester.—Xew York Times.

Explains His Fart in Proposing: n License
